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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on September 21, 2010 has been entered. 

Claims 1-13 and 19 are pending in this application. 

The following rejections are maintained: 

1. Claims 1-13 and 19 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over pending claims of each of copending 
Application No. 10/590,786 (now allowed). 

2. Claims 1-13 and 19 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 7,687,510 (issued from 
application S.No. 10/527,391). 

Applicant's request to hold the rejection in abeyance until allowable claims are found in 
the application is acknowledged. 

The following rejections are either necessitated by the amendment and/or under new grounds. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Gielen et 
al, WO 2004/024700 (International filing date: August 28, 2003). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of 
invention for the claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference 
under 37 CFR 1 . 1 3 1 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the 
application and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in 
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the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing that the 
reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(1)(1) and § 706.02(1)(2). 

The reference teaches a generic group of substituted pyrimidine-2-one compounds, which 
embrace applicant's instantly claimed compounds. See formula (I) in page 3; formula (IA) in 
page 15 and the corresponding species of the examples, see for example, the compounds of 
Example 25, 30, etc. The compounds are taught to be useful as pharmaceutical agents, see the 
abstract. The instant claims differ from the reference by reciting specific species or a more 
limited subgenus than the reference. For example, the instant claims recite that R 4 is 
heteroarylcarbonyl which is further substituted; Ci-C6-alkoxycarbonyl which is further 
substituted; etc. The reference discloses compounds that fall within these main groups defined 
for R 4 , with the exception of the further substituents. The reference, however, suggests to one of 
ordinary skill in the art the further substituents such as halogen, alkyl, nitro, etc. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to select any of 
the species of the genus taught by the reference, including those instantly claimed, because the 
skilled chemist would have the reasonable expectation that any of the species of the genus would 
have similar properties and, thus, the same use as taught for the genus as a whole i.e., as 
therapeutic agents. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select the 
claimed compounds from the genus in the reference since such compounds would have been 
suggested by the reference as a whole. It has been held that a prior art disclosed genus of useful 
compounds is sufficient to render prima facie obvious a species falling within a genus. In re

Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 169 USPQ 423, 425 (CCPA 1971), followed by the Federal Circuit in Merck 
& Co. v. Biocraft Laboratories, 847 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ 2d 1843, 1846 (Fed. Cir. 1989).
